Reyarberay caught a piece of wreck- 
age and managed to keep up until ho 
was seen yesterday morning by the 
Roxby and rescued. 


Th« Spaniard, through 
an inter- 


preter, told of the Meccano's sinking. 
The HteaKor was bound from Tam- 
pico for Vera Cruz with a cargo of 
petroleum, when the full force of the 
hurricane broke upon her. Moun- 
tainous seas broke constantly over the 
ship, and finally one gigantic wave 
crashed through her decks. The fire 
room was flooded and the Mexicano 
became helpless. Fora few moments 
she wallowed in the trough of the seas, 
and then plunged to the bottom. The 
rescued man say* hundreds of gallons 
of oil were poured over the ships sides 
in a vain attempt to calm the sea and 
if possible, save the ship.

The last authorized book burning In 


Great Britain was in 1779, when "The 
Commercial Restraint of Ireland Con- 
lldered," by the Hon. Bely Hntchlnaon, 
was given to the flames. 


Tbe war agninst hooks began nnder 


Henry VIII., when books were burned 
by both religious parties. AH copies of 
fyndale's Bible thatco;;kl be bought «i> 
were publicly burned at St. Paul's on 
Shrove Twsday, 1527, and a general de- 
struction by fire of uallctnaed book* 
was ordered three years later by the 
king. In 1585 tbe star chamber claimed 
the power of licencing and selling 
books, and Its scrutiny wns as rlgor- 
•us as that of tbe inquisition. 


In 1807 Dr. Cowell'H "L«w Diction- 


ary" was burned by order of tbe bonm 
of common* for ita assertion of dlrlae 
right In favor of Jamei I., and "Tbe 
King's Book of Sport*" met with a altn-

Chamberlain's resignation is almost 
certain to cause an appeal to the coun- 
try.

Frank Dunn, an 
employe of the 


Pawnee Bill's Wild West snow, which 
passed through this city on tue L. E. 
& W. railroad, last night, was killed 
by the show train at Arcadia. Conduc- 
tor Andy Cunningham and engineer 
Henry Dean, of this city, 
were in 


charge of the train ami were convey- 
ing the outfit from Fostoria to rlndlay. 
Dunn had been drinking at Fostoria, 
and refused to ride in the car provid- j 
ed for employes when the train start- 
ed, but climbed on top of one of the 
box cars. He is supposed 
to have 


either fallen asleep or fell between 
two of the cars in attempting to walk 
over the train. 
His dead body was 


found on the track at Arcadia, after 
the train had passed, and the train- 
men knew nothing of the accident un- 
til notified at Findlay, to which place 
the remains were sent.

Sharpsburg. Md., Sept. 17.—Under 


lowering skies the magnificent 
mon- 


i;~Lent '.-reeled on the historic battle- 
field of Antietam by the graceful state 
of New Jersey (o its men who fell in 
the great eng^^ement, was dedicated 
today. The occasion was rendered 
particularly notable by the presence 
at. and participating in the ceremo- 
nies of the president of the United 
States and of Governor Murphy, the 
chief executive of the state which 
was honoring Its heroes. The specia 
train bearing the president, Oo--cracr 
Murphy and their party, arrived here 
at 9:10 o'clock. 


Gov. Murphy was accompanied by 


Senators Kean and Dryden, by sever- 
al 
prominent state 
officials 
and 


nearly a thousand survivors of the civ- 
il war arrived just after the arrival of 
the presidential train. The trip of the 
president from Jersey City was devoid 
of special incident. Many stops were 
made and secret service officers were 
on puard throughout the night. 


At ten o'clock the president and the 


governor, accompanied by Senators 
Kean and Dryden, their entire party 
and hundreds of citizens, left Sharps- 
burg station for the famous old Dunk- 
ard church on the battlefield of Antie- 
tam. 


The brigades of veterans formed in 


columns of fours, and 
escorted 
tbe 


president. Gov. Murphy 
and 
dis- 


tinguished guests to the monument. 


The monument is in tile form of an 


ornate Corinthian column of granite 
forty feet high, surmounted by a heroic 
figure in bronze of an officer with up- 
raised sword 
leading his 
men 
in 


charge. The figure is intended as a 
representation of Capt. Irish, of the 
13th 
New Jersey volunteers, who was 


the only New Jersey olricer killed at 
Antietam. 
After the assemblage had 


b*en called to order 
by James O. 


Smith, of the New Jersey monument 
commission and an 
invocation 
had 


been pronounced by Rev. D. R. Fras- 
er. of Newark, Mr. Smith reported to 
Gov. 
Murphy the final work 
of 
the 


commission. On behalf of the state of 
New Jersey, Gov. Murphy acceptcd^the 
monument !n a fitting address. 


President Roosevelt, as he arose to 


accept the monument on behalf of the 
federal government was accorded an 
ovation. 


Benediction was pronounced by Rev. 


Wm. H. McCormick. of New Jersey, a 
veteran chaplain.

call a nymph. This nymph can both 
walk and swim. As it grows it molts, 
and after about the ninth molt tiny 
•wings appear on Its thorax. These 
grow larger until the Insect comes forth 
from the water a sand fly. It then has 
but one duty—to lay its eggs. This 
done, the sand .fly zigzags through the 
air until Its brief life is ended.— Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

One of the newer fungicide* is for- 


malin (formaldehyde), which is usually 
sold as a 40 per cent solution In pound 
bottles. It is particularly well adapted 
for tbe treatment of seed for ftmnt and 
has been investigated by the experi- 
ment stations in several of the large 
gram growing states of the west. Tbe 
following is tuken from a rect-ut press 
bulletin of the North Dakota agricul- 
tural experiment station prepared by 
Professor H. L. Bolk-y: 


"Treatment —I"so formalin (or 40 per 


cent formaldehyde) ;it the r.ite of a 
pound of tbe Imiiid to forty-five gulloni 
of water. Apply this water solution to 
tbe seed grain m any manner which al- 
lows nil grains to become moist over 
tbe entire surface. 


••Sprinkling- and shoveling are as effec- 


tive as dipping is if well done and. of 
course, much more rapid. A small hand 
spray pump tull be found very useful 
tor applying tin- solution. Place the 
grain upon a ticht floor spa< e or on a 
canvas, spray or sprinkle on the solu- 
tion and Miovol or rake over the grain 
until seen to be e\enly moist. Leave 
piled a few hour1; before sowing. 


'•The grain for seed should be meas- 


ured before treatment and again before 
soi'diu; to ascertain how tho drill 
should he set in order to sow the re- 
quired amount of the swelled seed. 


"The same method of treatment pre- 


vents smut of oat*, barley and millet. 


"It takes about three-fourths of a gal- 


lon of tbe solution to each bushel of 
wheat and one to one and a half gal- 
lons to each bushel of oats, barley or 
millet. 


"The same solution prevents potato 


scab if the tubers are soaked in it for 
an Uonr and A half before being cut 
for planting." 


Both the Ohio and Connecticut for- 


mulas agree in recommending a pint 
(pound) of tbe formalin to thirty gal- 
lons of water, soaking two hours, na a 
remedy for potato scab. 


Formalin is also being used success- 


fully as a remedy for smut in onions. 
Tbe following is froui Professor Selby's 
summary: 


"Tn apply formalin use at the rate of 


a pound of commercial formalin in 
twenty-five to thirty-three gallons of 
water (an ounce to one and a half or 
two gallons) and apply with drip at- 
tachment on seed drill at the rate of 
500 to 7>X) gallons* of solution per acre 
for onion set settling fnbout one-fifth to 
one-fourtli as much for field onions), or 
apply witli ."prhikl'-r upon the scattered
